In nine 
months the meter registered only 9"* 
cubic feet—less than 750 gallons of 
water—and Father O’Leary paid his 
quarterly minimum of $12 and was 
S happy. 
Refused to P a y Bills. 
The company finally took Father 
! O'Leary’s meter out and put in one 
of its own. 
In due course Father 
O’Leary got las first quarterly bill 
and was appalled to find that instead 
of being for $.12, as it had been under 
his old meter, it wras for $68. 
Father 
O’Leary refused to pay. 
Quarterly 
bills kept on 
coming 
in 
until 
the 
amount reached nearly $250. 
The water company insisted that its 
meter was correct, and that the bills 
reoresented the amount due under the 
contract rate. 
The company’s meter, 
for the same period of time that Fath­ 
er O’Leary’s meter wats in use, show- 
ed a consumption of 74,:900 cubic feet 
- more 
than 
HOO,OOO 
gallons, 
as 
against the 750 gallons recorded by 
his meter. 
While Father O’Leary was testify­ 
ing he was asked by Attorney Charles 
M. Polk, representing tile company, 
that ii the present meter was shown 
by test to bo correct, would he be 
willing to pay, from the time he in­ 
stalled his meter to th<» present time, 
at the rate of consumption registered 
by the meter. 
“Oh, I see your plan, now,” Father 
O’Leary 
said. 
“Your 
reason 
for 
charging me six times as much as J 


f o r m e r l y paid is to get even with me 
on the first year. 
I see, you want 
your pound of flesh.” 
“W a n t Pound of Flesh.” 
“Yes,” Polk replied, ‘we are going 
to exact the pound of flesh because 
vou have been going around in Wells­ 
ton denouncing us as robbers. We are 
tired of having such men as John F. 
Lee, John H. Bothwell and Gov. Fran­ 
cis so characterized by you.” Bothwell 
is president of the company and Lee 
and Francis are directors. 
“Well,” Father O’Leary retorted, “I 
told one of your men, in my own par­ 
lor, what I thought about you. ITI go 
out over the country and keep on de- 
! nouncing you. 
I’ve done it open and 
' above board.” 
Judge McQuiliin said that while he 
would hear the testimony 
of 
wit­ 
nesses in the case, the thing resolved 
itself into the question of 
the

curacy of the meter, which could be 
determined by test. 
The company in 
its answer to Father O’Leary’s com­ 
plaint requested that he be compelled

Broody hens seem to be a serious 
problem for many, and some people 
nave objected to the Orpingtons be­ 
cause of this. 
One man says he has 
kept both Buff Orpingtons and White 
Orpingtons and has never had much 
trouble with 
either 
of 
them. 
Of 
course they will become broody, but 
It is not a hard matter to break up 
a broody hen if the right methods 
are pursued. 
The principle on which all methods 
for 
stopping 
broodiness 
must 
be 
based to succeed without real cruelty 
to the hens, is to have something 
jnder them that it will be impossible 
’or them to warm up. 
The easiest 
way to provide this is by having the 
coop so open beneath that the air 
will circulate up around them. 
A 
hen will sit on a board and persist, 
but she* will not sit on a nest with a 
cavity under it and a screen wire bot­ 
tom. 
She will sit anywhere without 
eggs under her so long as the condi­ 
tions are right so eggs would hatch 
if they were under her, but instinct 
seems to warn her when conditions 
are not right, and she will soon quit.

where hens have been shut up for 
broodiness there is a 
tendency

Hens will break 
up sooner if they are kept in the lot 
where the others are scratching and 
feeding and are shut in a coop that 
will not permit their sitting down and 
warming up a nest. A slatted bottom 
located in the scratching shed, with 
nests under it, has been used, and 
; three days was the average time re­ 
quired to stop them, and they some­ 
times began laying in a week, 
i 
Do not let hens sit on the nests a 
week or two and then try to break 
them up. 
It is much easier to break 
them at once the first time they re­ 
main on the nests at night, for they 
are net very determined, and often 
will not persist if kept up one day. 
Then hens that are broken up at 
once will go to laying sooner after 
being broken up than those that are 
left to sit a week first, and you get 
the week of extra work also.
